Air Tragedy Is 
Laid To Storm 


Barograph Shows Ship Soared 
At 10,000 Feet; Off Course, 
Plane Crashed Into Peak 


SALT LAKE CITY, (p—The crash 
of the United Airlines ‘“Mainliner” 
Sunday night with the loss of 19 
lives was attributed today to a sud- 
den squall which battered the big 
transport plane with a 70-mile wind, 
causing it to drift 17 miles south of its 
course and strike a mountainside. 

Major R. W. Schroeder, manager of 
operations for the company, said the 
storm swirled in the upper atmosphere 
and could not have been forecast from 
the ground. It probably put the pilot’s 
radio out of commission, he said, and 
pilot Earl Woodgerd did not know he 
was off his course. 

The plane’s recording barograph in- 
dicated Woodgerd took the plane to 
10,000 feet immediately after taking off 
from Cheyenne, Wyo., a regular stop 
on the transcontinental flight, and 
held that altitude until the crash. Had 
he been on the regular course, that 
would have given him a 2,000 foot 
clearance above the mountains. The 
regular route is through a pass in the 
Uinta Mountain range. To the south, 
the peaks jut up higher.

HISTORY FOR DECEMBER 8th 


Fourteen Bombing Planes Scheduled To Hop From San Diego 
To Base At Coco Solo, Canal Zone; End Of Tropical 


Storm Season Expected To Speed Ships On Journey 


SAN DIEGO, (l)—The largest mass 
flight of U. S. naval planes in history, 
over one of the longest distances ever 
attempted, today was tentatively set 
for December 8.

harbor in command of a squadron of 
14 of the navy’s huge patrol bombers 
and head for Coco Solo, Canal Zone.

Japan Mired In 
Chinese War 


Counter-Attacks Impede 


Advance; 3 Columns 
Are Facing Isolation

SHANGHAI, () — The Japanese 
juggernaut appeared to be mired today 
in waves of Chinese counter attacks on 
the Shanghai front in mid-China, 
while threatened with annihilation by 
guerilla outflanking maneuvers in the 
north in Shansi province. 

While the Japanese high command 
sought ineffectually to stem the Chi- 
nese hordes near the Woosung Creek 
area and the Tazang sector, north of 
Shanghai, it again made apologies for 
Japanese air bombings after two per- 
sons were killed and 29 injured in the 
international settlement. 

All of the casualties were Chinese or 
Indians but a United States marine, 
Sergt. John Coleman, was burned se- 
verely on the hands beating out the 
flames burning the clothing of a 
wounded Chinese woman. United 
States authorities protested strongly 
and Japanese officials promised to 
warn their pilots. ak 

In the north, Wei Li-Huang, known 
as general “100 Victory,” after permit- 
ting three Japanese columns to pene- 
trate into Shansi province, far from 
their bases, was moving in fast with a 
counter offensive designed to cut them 
off from supplies.

AS WOOL CENTER OF 
NATION SHIFTS 


OGDEN, Utah, (iP—Ogden will re- 
place Boston as the wool center of 
‘America, Reed W. Warnick, public re- 
lations manager for Merion and Wilks 
Sheep Commission Company, predicts. 

“Ogden, geographical center of the 
western plains, is now in the same po- 
sition Boston was years ago when the 
center of production and wool manu- 
facture were both in New England,” 
he declared. “Both the production and 
milling centers of wool have shifted to 
the west, so that it is now uneconomi- 
cal to send wool to Boston in order to 
Sell it, then ship it back to Ohio or 
some other Midwestern state to manu- 
facture it.” 

Basing his prediction on the fact that 
Utah produces one-third of the wool 
crop in 11 Western states, and to the 
increased amount of wool auctioned in 
Ogden—from 650,000 pounds in 1934 to 
3,000,000 last year—Warnick forecast 
vast development of wool manufac- 
turing and scouring plants here. 

“It soon will be possible to market 
10 per cent of the wool sold in the 
United States at Ogden,” he said. This 
would amount to about 50,000,000 or 
more pounds annually.

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Sacramento Valley merchant should 
be as low as practicable. 

These two concerns repeatedly stated 
that all of the traffic of all of the 
|shippers must be considered and all 
Shippers treated fairly. They felt the 
same rate should be published for all 
shippers up to a minimum weight of 
10,000 lbs. and with carload rates ap- 
plying above that weight. They indi- 
cated, however, if there was any pub- 
lic need for a minimum weight of 15,- 
000 lbs, or one as low as 4,000 lbs. they 
did not object to it. 

They also stated they saw no rea- 
son for forcing upon Sacramento Val- 
ley shippers the rate schedule now au- 
thorized for the Los Angeles Basin 
area, and felt in view of different con- 


ditions prevailing in the Sacramento 
Valley it would be necessary to work 
out a scale of rate to meet the needs 
of Sacramento Valley shippers depenc- 
ing upon conditions prevailing in that 
area. It was pointed out that with in- 
creased costs of operation some in- 
crease in freight rates might be neces- 
sary. 

The Railway Express Agency states 
that while there have been some in- 
creases in their cost of operation they 
are asking for no increase in Califor- 
nia express rates. 

Following the Sacramento hearing, 
the Commission will adjourn to the 
State Building, San Francisco where 
shipper testimony will continue to be 
taken until the case is concluded.
